Analysis of Resources Indicates 
| Power of the New Federal 
~. Institution Here. 


|| BASED ON DEPOSIT SHOWING 


How the Transfer of Funds Will Ee 
‘Made from Different Classes 
of Banks.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The finan- 
Gial power of the proposed Federal re- 
gerve bank to be established in New 
York City is indicated by an analysis 
made here ‘to-night, indicating the 
probable result of the shifting of 
reserves and probable operation of the 
new banking law with respect to the 
banks in New York State. 

This analysis indicates that the total 
Payments on account of capital stock 
subscriptions, transfer of reserves, and 
surrender of present United States de- 
|| posits to the Federal reserve bank 

| will be in the neighborhood of $101,- 

290,000. The analysis embraces only 
in what will be 
|. known as Federal Reserve District No. 
| 2. This district will include all che 
; national banks in New York City, those 
in the two reserve cities of Albany and 
Brooklyn and the rest of the national 
banks outside of these cities scattered 
through the Empire State. 

The analysis is based on the deposit 
ghowings of ‘the bank call of Jan. 13, 
1914, and the capital, cash, and reserve 
showings under the last bank call of 
March 4, 1914, when considered in the 
light of the requirements of the bank 
reserve and capital stock requirements 
of the new Federal Reserve act during 
the first year of its operation. 

It has only been possible to make such 
an analysis of the prabable operation 
of the act with respect to the banks 
embraced in the district tributary to 
thé new -Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York City since the exact limita- 
tions of that district were disclosed by 
the Reserve Bank Organization Com- 











mittee last night. This analysis deals 
with no banking institutions outside of 
New York State. 

Total of $101,290,000. 

The indictment probable payment of 
$101,290,000 by the national banks of 
Wew York State and City is based like- 
‘wise on the assumption that the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board soon to be nomi- 
nated will not require those banks to 
pay more-than 3 per cent., or one-half 
of their required subscriptions to the 
Capital stock of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York City. 

After the first call is made, one-half 
of the capital stock subscriptions must 
be paid within six months. This half 
would amount to $10,319,000 for the 
banks of the New York district. If the 
other hal? is called for later, it would 
add $10,319,000 more to the payments 
to be made by the various nationai 
banks of New York, and to that ex- 
tent increase the total payments to 
$11,609,000. / 

If the Government, as is possible 
under the new banking law, should take 
surplus funds out of the United States 
Treasury at Washington’and place them 
in the Iederal reserve bank of New York 
City, the banking power of that insti- 
tution would be further increased to 
that extent over and above $11,609,00u. 

The analysis prepared to-night indi-

Spirit of Reserve Act as to Channels 
of Trade Ignored. 


The feeling among bankers in this 
city yesterday in regard to the delimita- 
{tion of Federal reserve districts and the 
ijlocation of Federal reserve banks was 
;oue of surprise at some of the appor- 
| tionments rather than disappointment 
/over the allotment of territory to the 
institution to be established here. 

Most of the bankers had, expressed 
themselves, when the Reserve Bank 
Organization Committee gave its hear- 
ing here, as strongly in favor of a large 
territory and consequent large capital 
for the reserve bank of New York, in 
order that it might occupy a command- 
ing position in the eyes of European 
bankers, and that this city might con-

The questions and observations of the 
members of the committee, however, 
made it plain that this argument would 
have little weight, and it was no secret 
that the authors of the bill had held as 
one of their main objects the diminution 
of the financial importance of this city 
as compared especially with Western 
and Southern. centres. Consequently 
there was little surprise yesterday that 
the territory allotted to this city was no 
greater than the State of New York. 

So far as this district was concerned 
the surprise was that it had been made 
up in such a way as to leave out the 
northern part of New Jersey and the 
western part of Connecticut, d to 
include the eastern part of thid State.

New Orleans Disappointed. 

New Orleans having stood out his- 
torically as ‘the great port and the 
commercial and financial centre of the 
South, its selection as one of the re- 
serve cities had been generally conced- 
ed as natural, not only by bankers 
here, but by those from all over the 
country who gathered at the last con- 
vention of the American Bankers’ As- 
sosiation. It was included in almost 
every one of the divisions suggested 
to the Organization Committee at the 
hearings here. 

The selection of Dallas was no su.- 
prise, as the committee had indicated 
that one of the chief Texas cities would 
be favorably considered. 

The views expressed as to others of 
the districts were that the Pacific 
Northwest should have had a district 
apart from that of San Francisco; that 
Chicago should have had a greater 
extent of territory, probably at the 
expense of Minneapolis, and that Cin- 
cinnati would have been more central 
than Cleveland for the Ohio-Kentucky 
district. ‘ 

Under the present system there are 
forty-seven reserve cities and three cen- 
tral reserve cities—New York, Chicago, 
and St. Louis. The three central reserve 
and seven of the reserve cities are to 
have reserve banks, but the other forty 
reserve cities were passed over for 
Richmond and Dallas, both of which are 
now classified as country bank cities.

Many bankers were chary of express- 
ing themselves for publication yester- 
day, for the reason, frankly given, that 
they believed their opinions were at a 
heavy discount at Washington. 

Alexander J. Hemphill, President of 
the Guaranty Trust Company, said: 

“Considerable disappointment is felt 
over the number of. districts, which is 
entirely too large. The thing is done 
now and little can be gained by criti- 
cism. Besides, everyone wants to be 
helpful. New York is lucky in getting 
its own State.” 

A. Barton Hepburn, €hairman of the 
Currency Commission of the American 
Bankers’ Association, when asked how 
he liked the distribution, said: 

“Fine. They have given us the whole 
State. The division is satisfactory and 
the New York bank will have sufficient 
capital.” 

Otto T. Bannard, President of the 
New York Trust Company, said the 
division was purely a geographic and 
political one, without regard to finan- 
cial or commercial requirements. 

James S. Alexander, President of the 
National Bank of Commerce. said:

Senator Weeks and Others Criticise 
Location of Reserve Banks. 


Snerial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Among Re- 
publican Senators to-day there was an 
undercurrent of criticism directed at 
the grouping of the banks under the 
regional reserve system by the Organ- 
ization Committee. These Senators 
seemed to think it odd that in the 
home States of each member of the 
committee at least one regional bank 
was established. while two were given 
to Missouri, Secretary Houston's State. 

The comment that will most nearly 
affect the Administration came from 
Senator Weeks of Massachusetts, who 
voted for the currency bill after mak- 
ing a speech in which he said it prom- 
ised well for the country. That speech 
has made Mr. Weeks a welcome figure 
at the White House, and his charge 
that the d'stricting has been conducted 
on a purely political basis will hurt the 
more on that account. He said: 

“Tt is not difficult for any one to 
criticise the sub-division of the coun- 
try into districts or the location of the 
reserve banks. In fact,

and this has embarrassed the commis- 
sion so that it has authorized twelve 
banks, very materially -weakening the 
system by so doing and developing a 
system for which there was really no 
demand. 

Another Republican Senator referred 
to the fact that every tentative list uf 
regional bank cities, compiled when it 
was thouzht there’ might be only five 
regional banks, included New Orleans, 
but that the comm'ttee, while increas- 
ing the number of banks to twelve, had 
ignored altogether the eatest port in 
the South.

SLAIN DETECTIVE — 
HONORED BY CITY 


Commissioner McKay Orders 
Police Flags at Half-Mast 
for Joseph Guarnieri. 


HIS NAME ON HERO TABLET 


Steps Taken to Ald Family Left 
Practically -Penniless — Fu- 
neral Services Monday. 


The funeral of Detective Joseph 
Guarnieri, who was shot to death on 
Thursday night while attempting to ar- 
rest William Horgan in a flat at 1,880 
Second Avenue, will be held on Monday 
morning at 10 o'clock at St. Anthony’s 
Church in Sullivan Street, near Houston, 
Arrangements were made yesterday at 
Police Headquarters to pay tribute to 
the man who gave up his life tin the 
performance of his duty. A large dele- 
gation of policemen will attend the ser- 
vices, headed by the full police band, 
and it is expected that Commissioner 
McKay and some of his deputies will 
also be on hand. In addition Guarnieri’s 
name will be placed on the tablet at 
Headquarters over which is inscribed: 
“Policeman Who Have Died in the 
Performances. of Duty.” 

When Mr. McKuy heard the full de- 
tails of Guarnieri’s bravery he ordered 
the flags at Foiice Headquarters and all 
of the stations throughout the city, at 
half mast as a token of the Depart- 
ment’s respect. At every station house, 
also, the desperate gunfight in the tene- 
ment, which cost the Department the 
services of one of its ablest and truest 
men, was the main topic of discussion. 
Men who had known the detective per- 
sonally and others who had heard of 
his bravery on a former occasion when 
under fire, joined in their tributes. 

The body of the detective was removed 
to the hqme of his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Joseph Gondolpho, at 61 Sullivan Street, 
and scores of triends stopped during the 
day to tender a word of consolation to 
the widow. Mrs. Guarnieri remained 
there all day with her three children, 
Margaret, 6 years old; Ruth, 4 years, 
and Norma, a baby of eighteen months. 
She had recovered somewhat from the 
first shock she suffered on Thursday 
night when she heard of her husband’s 
death. She had long feared that he 
would be killed, she said, and often 
when he was delayed by his duties had 
watched for him, fearful that word 
would be brought that he had been in- 
jured. 

“For he was so brave that-he knew 
no fear,’ she said, ‘and I had to be 
afraid for him.’’ 

Guarnieri and his wife had lived at 
1,522 Glover St. in Westchester, but Mrs. 
Guarnieri would not go there yesterday 
or permit the body to be romoved there. 
She had been courted and won by 
Guarnieri in the little flat over the 
grocery store at 61 Sullivan Street 
where her mother lived, she said, and 
she wanted to be there now. he 
}church at which funeral services will 
| be held is the one where Guarnieri and 
| his wife were married. 


Guarnieri Died Penniless. 


It became known yesterday that Guar- 
nieri wae practically penniless, due to 
the fact that he had been forced to 
spend considerable money for operations 


in recent months. These operations were 
necessary because of four wounds the 
detective haa received on July 4, 1911, 
when he went into the basement of a 
saloon on Twelfth Avenue to arrest 
Raphael Gross,.wanted for a murderous 
assault. For seven months he was 
forced to remain at Flower Hospital and 
because of the nature of his wounds the 
surgeons. were unable to extract the bul- 
lets. From time to time the old wounds 
caused much Suffering and the detec- 
tive had to seek medical attendance, 
He was operated on the IJast time _at 
Flower Hospital only a month-ago. Mrs.‘ 
Guarnieri had also been ill and the 
family removed to Westchester from 
| downtown New York in the hope of im- 
| proving her health. 

| In order to aid the widow Commis- 
sioner McKay took immediate steps to 
obtain pension money for her. She will 
probably receive a pension of $700, or 
half the pay her husband drew from the 
department. It was said also that she 
may receive the sum of $1,000 from the 
Riot Relief Fund and that those in 
charge of the Equitable fund for fire- 
men and policemen would receive an of- 
ficial report of the detective’s death. 
Father Francis J. Sullivan, the Police 
Chaplain, is preparing to send out no- 
tices asking for relief for the widow. 

There were many stories told about 
Guarnieri’s bravery, and by some_he 
was compared to Detective Joseph. Pet- 
rosino, who was slain in Italy while at- 
tempting to run down members of the 
Black Hand. Attention was called to 
the fact that Guarnieri had not drawn 
his revolver when he was killed. He 
was known to be fearless, and he held 
in contempt the class of men he was 
called upon to”°pursue. 

Horgan, -who killed Guarnieri, shot 
and seriously wounded Charles Moser, a 
Saloonkeeper, of 1,891 First Avenue, on 
Thursday afternoon, Moser was a wit- 
ness before the Grand Jury against 
Horgan’s son Thomas, against whom a 
charge of grand larceny had _ been 
lodged. The elder Horgan was shot 
dead by Lieut. George F. Haerle. 


Lieut. Haerle Paroled. |

It is definitely known through dis- 
patches from Capt. Randall of the Beila- 
venture, which reached the steamship 
Newfoundiand, that 77 members of the 
latter’s crew perished on the ice floes 
in Belle Isle Strait, during the blizzard 
which started on Tuesday and that 112 
were rescued, though several of these 
are likely to die as a result of their two 
days’ exposure. 

All the energies of the Government 
now are being directed to a search for 
the Southern Cross. The American 
revenue cutter Seneca, on ice patrol 
off the Grand Banks, has been asked 
to join in it, and at midnight the 
powerful coastal steamship Kyle, which 
is fitted with wireless apparatus, will 
set out from here to cruise all the 
waters where the Southern Cross is 
likely to have been blown by the last 
week’s variable hurricanes. 

The latest of these occurred to-day in 
the section near Cape Breton coast, 
where the Bruce and the Lintrose, the 
two finest ships of the Reid Newfound- 
land Company's powerful fleet, are held 
helpless by the ice pack which ts drift- 
iff against Cape Breton shore before 
a gale which blew eighty miles an hour 
for a time during last night and to-day. 

If the Southern Cross was blown in 
that direction Tuesday by the gale then 
raging and made partial progress back 
yesterday she would be once more driv- 
en westward by the latest hurricane. 
Such condition, however, implies accept- 
ance of her ability to withstand storms 
of this magnitude, and concerning this 
there ig much doubt, because she was 
heavily laden with a dangerous cargo

Stefansscn’s Karluk adrift in Alaskan 
seas. One-third of the able-bodied sea- 
men of Brigus are aboard the Southern 
Cross. Another portion are aboard Will- 
fam Bartlett's ship, the Terra Nova, 
which took Capt. ott on his ill-fated 
antarctic trip 

The third division of Brigus men‘“afe 
aboard the Viking with William ‘Bart- 
lett’s son. If the Southern Cross has 
foundered there will be crépe on virtu- 
ally every door in that. little hamlet.

RULING ON AMERICANISM, 


Giarantee Company Wins on British 
Interpretation of “ Issuance.’’ 

By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York ‘Times. 


LONDON, April 3.—The definition 
of an Americar legal térm caused con- 
fusion among .the Appellate Judges of 
the High Court of Justice to-day. 
Three Judges held three different 
opinions regarding the meaning of the 
American expression “date of issu- 
ance,” which was quoted on an Amer- 
ican insurance policy which ¢ame be- 
fore the court. 

The President of the court explained 
that “issuance” was a word originat- 
ed in the United States, and confessed 
that it was quite new to him. All the 
Judges described the word as “of 
American coinage,” but failed to agree 
as to its interpretation. A search 
through an American dictionary aid 
not render much assistance. 

The incident arose in the course ‘of 
the hearing of an appeal of the Fidel- 
ity and Deposit Company of Maryland. 
The Allis-Chalmers Company of New 
York, Pittsburgh, Paris, and London 
applied to the company for a guaran- 
tee bond of $5,000 in respect to M. 
Lochenies, manager of their Patis of- 
fice, stipulating that the bond should 
date “from issuance.” Owing to the 
absence of the London manager, who 
was in America, the bond was not act- 
ually taken up or the premium paid 
until a day or two after the Paris 
manager disappeared. Lochenies never 
returned, and later it was discovered 
that there were defalcations estimated 
at $55,000. The Allis-Chalmers Com- 
pany claimed damages under the bond, 
which the Fidelity and Deposit Com- 
pany repudiated on the ground of con- 
cealment of material facts. 

Mr. Justice Phillimore held that the 
date of issuance was that on which 
the bond was accepted, and ordered 
the Fidelity and Deposit Company to 
pay the Allis-Chalmers Company §$5,- 
000. To-day this judgment was ob- 


jected to by the Fidelity and Deposit 
Company, and the Appeal Judges 
eventually reversed it, the President 
defining the date of issuance as that 
on which the policy was delivered to 
the plaintiff, at which time the loss 
actually occurred.

districts over the first quarter of 1913 
is as high as 40 per cent. The volume 
of exports of the Berlin district (§4,- 
576,047) is $683,447 higher than that 
of a year ago. A relatively large in- 
crease has taken place in the Ham- 
burg district. 

Robert J. Thompson, American Con- 
sul at Aix la pelie, a district whose 
figures for the first quarter of this 
year, $1,541,257, represent an increase 
of $451,228 over those of a year ago, 
makes the following observation:

Goldwater, 
the Health Commissioner of New York, 
who said last night that owing to the 
prevalence of the disease in the north- 
ern part ‘of this State, and in parts of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and South .Carolina, 


be prompt to protect themselves. 

Dr. Goldwater is having printed for 

immediate distribution throughout the 
eity about 800,000 circulars which will 
Warn thuse in need of vaccination not 
to. delay in taking that precaution. 
-“ There is no danger,” said Dr. Gold- 
water, ‘“‘so far as the school children 
#re concerned. Practically the entire 
svhool population has been vaccinated. 
‘he danger is among adults and children 
ufder the school age.’’ 

“or severai weeks Dr. Goldwater has 
bcen making a quiet but thorough in- 
Yestigation of the smallpox situation in 
this and other States. He said last 
night that he hoped that the campaign 
‘to get persons to submit to vaccination 
voluntarily would be so successful that 
it would not be necessary to ask the 
Board of Estimate for an appropria- 
tion to compel those living in the city to 
take this precaution. There has not 
been a general vaccination of those liv- 
ing in New York for twelve years, and 
ag seven years is the average limit of 
the effectiveness of vaccine the present 
situation is serious. 

In the City Record yesterday Dr. Gold- 
water told of the survey made of groups 
of the population in order to determine 
to what extent those living in New York 
were protected against smallpox by vac- 
cination. In his article he said:

In his bill of complaint Mr. Barnes 
states that he resides in the township 
of Guilderland, Albany County; that he 
is a publisher; that for three years he 
has been Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee and is a representative 
from New ‘York State of the Republican 
National Committee. Mr. Anderson be- 
gan his letter ay referring to the State 
Bad of i as the ‘‘Boss of the Liquor 

ft the Repuplican Party,’ and the 
plaintitt, in objecting to the word 
*Boss,’’. gives it this definition: 

“Here used as an odious and oppro- 
bious epithet in commen use by those 
whose cry is ‘Down with the Bosses,’ 
meaning thereby thase who, through 
their influenee and position ‘in recog- 
nized political. parties, dominate anf 
control nominations made by Such par- 
ties or appointments to office, and 
through such domination and control in 
procuring nominations and appoint- 
ments, impreperly, immorally and ille- 
gally influence or attempt to influence 
the representatives of such parties in 
their public office to perform acts in 
violation of their eath of office and 
against the general welfare, and to sur- 
render an phe inate their own will to 
those. of such “BosSes’; one who dis- 
penses places, rewards the loyal, pun- 
ishes: the mutingus, concocts schemes 
and negotiates treaties; a political lead- 

ho compels public officers to do 
as he wants. 

In his open letter Mr. Anderson called 
upon Mr. Barnes to have Assemblyman 
Hinman, the floar leader, suspend the 

pules if necessary and haye the bill re- 
netted out of committee ang passed, 
ang Mr. Barnes in his complaint con- 
tinues: 

‘That defendant eabHahed said libels 
maliciously and with intent thereby to

Legal Counsel Accuses Church 
Prosecutor of Trying to 
Suppress Evidence. 


ONLY TWO WOMEN TESTIFY 


Ing of Cross-examination and 
Tell of Proceedings. 


The first day of the trial of the Rev. 
Dr. Jacob Embury Price, pastor of the 
Wasthington Heights Methodist Epis- 
cepal Church, who has been accused of 
“ unministerial conduct’? by several 
men and women of his congregation, 
went by yesterday without much prog- 
ress in the taking of.testimony, but 
with severe denhunciation of the mia- 
ister by witnesses and would-be wit- 
nesses and complaints by them that 
they’ were treated unfairly by the Ec- 
clesiastical Court. The court, which sat 
in a room of.the Metropolitan Temple, 
took testimony in secret and declined 
to issue any statement regarding the 
trial. : 

Many of the witnesses, however, after 
they had left the,trial chamber, told 
freely what they had testified or haa 
wanted to testify. 

Several of them said that they haa 
been approached when it became known 
that they intended to testify against Dr. 
Price and had been threatened with 
everything from “ inconvenience ” to “a 
life of misery ” if they backed up their 
accusations on the witness stand. Every 
person who came from the frial room 
after going in to testify was indignant 
with the court, some saying that ic- 
relevant and insulting questions nad 
been asked them and others. that they + 
had not been allowed to give their tes- 
timony in full. 

The Rev. Dr. Arthur Jamieson, pastor 
of the Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal 
Church, who was at the trial represent- 
ing the New York Methodist Episcopal 
Conference, now sitting, by which the 
Ecclesiastical Court was appointed, said 
that the charge that the court was at- 
tempting to  ‘‘ whitewash’ Dr. Price 
was ‘‘ outrageous.” All the testimony 
that had been excluded, with the ex- 
ception of that offered by one woman, 
he said, was mere “‘ gossip” and ‘‘ hear- 
say evidence.’”’ He said no questions 
had been asked any witness that were 
not justifiable. It was natural, he said, 
that any man “ practically on trial for 
his life,’’ as Dr. Price was, should at- 
tempt to discredit the testimony of the 
witnesses against him. 

Dr. Price, who attended his trial, was 
represented before the court by the Rev. 
Dr. Frank J. Belcher, Superintendent of 
the Five Points Mission. His legal coun- 
sel is ex-Assistant District Attorney 
Frank Moss, and Claude Doré of 40 Ex- 
menee Place is legal counsel for the 
complaining witnesses and himself a 
complainant. Both were excluded from 
the trial room. Mr. Moss did not go to 
the Metropolitan Temple at all, but Mr. 
Doré took charge of his side of the trial 
from an anteroom. 

he first witness of the day was Mrs. 
E. J. Leger, formerly a member of the 
Washington Heights Church, but now 
living at 699 Beck Street, the Bronx. 
She testified, she said, that she had ac- 
cused Dr. Price of “ amorous eonduct " 
toward herself on several occasions and 
had specified that one day in May, 1912 
he had come to her apartment and 
found her dressed in a kimono. She 
said that he made improper advances 
and that,she escaped from the room 
after a struggle with hint. 


Resents Cross-examination. 


Mrs, Leger was especially indignant 
because of the cross-éxamination to 
which she was. subjected. She was 
asked, she said, whether “Wilbur _ F. 


Bruce, one of Dr. Price’s opponents, had 
ever been in her rooms, whether she had 
not frequented cafés, whether she had 
ever taught dancing, and whether she 
did not dance the ‘“‘ new dances.” She 
answered all of the questions’ in tue 
negative except the last, admitting that 
she sometimes danced a few of the 
““new dances.’’ 

Mr. Bruce, who was in the witness 
room, also denied that he had ever bean 
in Mrs. Leger’s room, and attacked tne 
Ecclesiastical Court for ‘‘ putting the 
ee on trial, and not the defend- 
ant.’* 

The second witness was Mrs. Claude 
Doré, wife of the counsel for the com- 
plainants. She is one of the signers of 
the complaint-against Dr. -Price and re- 
affirmed her statements in the com- 
plaint in which she charged the minister 
with kissing her and other conduct 
‘unbecoming his calling.’’ She and Mrs. 
Leger were the only two witnesses 
heard by the court. The next witness 
called was Claude Doré, but he was not 
allowed to testify on the ground that 
he had nothing to say except what had 
been told him’‘by his wife and others. 


Not Allowed to Testify. 


The next witness sent in by Mr, Doré 
was Mrs. Hilma Dohl, a seamstress, of 
601 West 140th Street. She was not one 
of the signers of the original complaint, 
but volunteered her testimony yegter- 
day after she had read of the charges 
against Dr. Price in the newspapers. 
She prepared her charges in “writin 
and submitted them as a supplémenta 
complaint, but the court ruled that her 
testimony could not be admitted under 
the Methodist law, as it had not been 
filed before the trial began. Her com- 
plaint, it was said, will be presented to 
the Methodist Conference to-day, which 
will refer it to the court if it is deemed 
relevant and material. In such an event 
Mrs. Dohl will be permitted to testify 
at the trial to-day.

The trial will be resumed this morning

‘the prosecution made every effort to 
have Mrs. Lillian Miller, of 189 Clare- 
mont Avenue, on hand to testify to-day. 
She is now in Baltimore with her sick 
son.

Price to Allan MacRossie, District Su- 
perintendent of the church in New 
York, it is said, but her direct testimony 
before the Court is wanted by the 
prosecution. 

The Rev. Ralph Welles Keeler, Assist- 
ant Editor of the Sunday School Pub- 
lications of the M. E. Church, gave out 
a statement last night in defense of the 
Ecclesiastical Court and its manner of 
conducting the case. 

“Thus far,’’ he said, ‘‘the trial of the 
Rev. J. E. Price, Pastor of Washington

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WKAY TESTIFIES 
AGAINST GILLEN 


Police Head Says He Warned 
Inspector Four Times About 
Vice Conditions. 

~*~ 


OFFERED “CLEAN-UP” AID 


Places Raided by Costigan Not on 
“Suspected List’”—Gillen’s Work 
Praised by Clergymen. 


Police Commissioner McKay personal- 
ly took the stand yesterday at Police 
Headquarters at the trial of James H. 
Gillen, the Inspector of Police. whom 
he suspended. on charges of failing ‘to 
Suppress disorderly resorts in the lower 
Tenderloin. The Commissioner was a 
severe witness against Gillen, and 
brought out some interesting data bear- 
ing on Police Headquarters and its rela- 
tion to the vice situation in the admin- 
istration of Commissioner Waldo. 

It appears that Mr. McKay had his eye 
on Gillen last August when he was the 
acting head of the Police Department. 
Mr. Waldo was traveling in Europe 
then and Mr, McKay called Gillen be- 
fore him. He told Gillen that he had 
received many complaints about disor- 
derly resorts in his district. He wanted 
an explanation from Gillen, and Gillen, 

parently, didn’t furnish a satisfac- 

ry one. : 

Mr. McKay then summoned Gillen 
again and gave him five days within 
which to make preparations for a 
*‘clean-up.”” He offered the Inspector 
any of the investigators at Police Head- 
quarters whom he might want to aid 
him. He told the Inspector that if he 
didn’t hurry up and do something he 
would send a squad of raiders from Po- 
lice Headquarters into the lower Tender- 
loin to get evidence. The Commissioner 
testified that he had frankly warned 
Gillen that if his men got evidence 
charges would be preferred. 

In the meantime Commissioner Waldo 
returned from his vacation in Europe 
and Mr. McKay again assumed the réle 
of First Deputy Police Commissioner. 

When Mr. Waldo got out of the de- 
partment and Mr. McKay became Com- 
missioner the Gillen case was revived. 
Mr. McKay once more called Gillen be- 
fore him. Again he warned him and 
told. him that he must get busy and:do 
something. He warned him a third and 
a fourth time, principally regarding 
hotel conditions in his district, and fi- 
nally the axe fell, 

Mr. McKay produced the original 
monthly reports made by Gillen to the 
department from September to Feb- 
ruary. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Stover, who is prosecuting the Gillen 
charges, brought .out that none of the 
twenty or more places against whioh 
evidence was gathered by Lieut. 
*“* Honest Dan” Costigan and his squad, 
was on Gillen’s ‘“ suspected list.’’ The 
Commissioner was asked whether he had 
rescinded a rule of the department that 
police investigators should not enter 
hotel rooms with women. He said that 
he had never heard such a rule and that 
the only rule pertaining to investigators 
was that they should not degrade them- 
selves in getting evidence. 

Three clergymen were called by the 
prosecution during yesterday’s two ses- 
sions and each told of the bad reputation 
of certain hotels and cafés in Gillen’'s 
district. however, said much in 
favor of Gillen’s record and said. that 
he had kept the lower Tenderloin much 
cleaner than it had been under a number 
of other Inspectors. 

The clergymen were the Rev. Rather 
Maurice McMahon of St. Vincent de Paul 
Church, Twenty-third Street near Sixth 
Avenue; the Rev. Lee Beattie of the 
Madison Square Church House, *Third 
Avenue and Thirtieth Street, and the 
Rev. Dr. Robert Bachman, Jr., of Grace 
Protestant. Episcopal Church, Broadway 
and Tenth‘ Street. "9 

Father 'McMahon ‘was asked “about 
Tekuisky’s café at Sixth Avenue and 
Twenty-fourth Street, and said that it 
had a bad reputation in the neighbor- 
hood and amogg his parishioners. 

The Rev. Mr. Beattie said that he 
knew that the Madison Square Hotel, at 
Twenty-fourth Street and Sixth Ave- 
nue, had a bad reputation, but that he 
had no, first-hand information against 
it. He had seen no change in Gillen’s 
district recently, he said. 

Dr. Bachman shook hands with Gillen 
when he entered the trial room. He was 
called by* Mr. Stover, and said that he 
had formerly been Chairman of the 
Vice Committee of the Gramercy Neigh- 
borhood Association. He said that the 
Hotel Cumberland on Third Avenue had 
a bad reputation, but that he had never 
received any complaints about it. 

Bruce Ellison, attorney for Gillen, 
made Dr. Bachman his own witness, and 
brought out that Gillen had acted on 
several complaints made by Dr. Bach- 
man to the complete satisfaction of the 
latter. Gillen had suppressed no ‘less 
than three disorderly resorts on the east 
side, of which Dr. Bachman had -had re- 
ports from the Neighborhood Associa- 
tion, the lawyer showed. Dr.. Bachman 
spoke highly of the work which Gillen 
did at his request. 

When the trial is continued on Mon- 
day morning at 10 o’clock, Mr. Stover 
will present more-citizens who are ex- 
pected to tell of disorderly resorts. In 
he afternoon, it is expected, Mr. Ellison 
will begin to offer his side of the case.

PRISON FOOD FOR ALL 
IN THE GITY JAILS 


Commissioner — Davis” Stops 
Practice of Prisoners Send- 
ing Out to Restaurants. 


PUTS END TO PETTY GRAFT 


Protests from Those Who Have 
Been Thriving on Supplies Sent 
to the Prisoners. 


To-end the grafting of keepers and 
prevent the smuggling of whiskey, mor- 
phine, cocaine, and other contraband 
goods-into the city prisons Commissioner 
of Correction Katharine B. Davis yea- 
terday ordered that henceforth no 


prisoners be allowed ta send autside for 


their food. The ‘order applies to the 
Pombs, Raymond Street Jail in Brook- 
iyn, and the Jefferson Market Prison. 
To make the order more effective, Dr. 
Davis further ordered that no prisoners 
be’ allowed to keep money in their pos- 
sion, whether they were convicted or 
awaiting. trial, 

The order produced a howl of protest 
among those runners who have hereto- 
fore been ‘thriving off the supplying of 
meals from outside the prison. They 
were loud in, their questionings of the 
Commissioner’s fairness or authority ta 
issue such an order. But Commissioner 
Davis smiled and said she hadn't any 
doubt of the legality of the order, nor 
ef its efficacy. 

“Ig there is sufficient presumption 
of guilt to warrant a Magistrate’s hold- 
ing @ person in the Tombs, the person 
so held should comply with whatever 
regulations we see fit to make for the 
best interests of the prison,” she said. 
“I find that various sorts of imple- 
ments and tools used in attempted es- 
capes are smuggled into the prison with 


the food brought to prisoners, and that 
the forbidden dope and other contraband 
is likewise so smuggled in to them. 
“The caterer inside the prison will 
hereafter’ submit a printed schedule of 
prices, and .all the portions of foog wi! 
be yetehes. so that a prisoner will knew 
he is. getting his money’s worth when 
he buys anything. The money he has 
turned over to the prison authorities will 
be kept as in a bank, and the amaunt of 
his purchases deducted therefrom. There 
will be no exorbitant tipping of .keepers.

AMERIGAN SUCCESS 
IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Several Thousand Now in the 
Mining Field There, Says 
Consul Gunsaulus. 


OUR GOODS WIDELY USED 


Now Surpass German Articles— 
Johannesburg a Boom Town 
with Permanent Qualities. 


ee 


E. N. Gunsaulus, American Consul at 
Johannesburg, South Africa, who has 
been home on leave of absence, is sail- 
ing to-day for England on’ his way to 
his post. Mr. Gunsaulus remarked 
yesterday that if there was one 
corner of the outside world where the 
American exporter was taking full ad- 
vantage of his opportunities, it was in 
South Africa. 

“There are many Americans in the 
various States of the Union of South 
Africa,”’ said Mr. Gunsaulus at the Wol- 
cott yesterday, ‘‘and in and about Jo- 
hannesburg and Pretoria they are reaily 
numerous. There are as many as 600 
registered at the consulate in the for- 
mer town, and that by no means is a 
large share. -There must be several 
thousand in that one locality. 

‘A considerable number are employed 
as superintendents of mines, and there 
are many assistant superintendents aud 
experts of various kinds in the gold and 
You see, the gold reef 
extends for a>distance of about. thirty 
miles on either side of Johannesburg, 
and there are many different coripanies, 
Many of the big American manufactur- 
ing concerns, particularly those which 
make mining and agricultural machin- 
ery, have branches or agents there, and 
it is possible to get almbst any kind of 
American-made article. 

‘‘The Germans are largely represented 
down there, too, and until comparativeiy 
a few years ago they outsold “us, but 
we passed them, and are far ahead. One 
of the big mining companies is a Ger- 
man concern. 

“The South African negro is ver 

much like the American’ negro. Indeed, 
if one has known the old type of col- 
ored ‘uncles’ and ‘mammies’ in cer- 
tain sections of the South, he can often 
find their counterparts among the Kaf- 
firs. The blacks, constitute the serving 
classes, and. the men, even if they are 
75. years old, are still known as *‘ boys.’ 
There is still a great deal of talk about 
witchcraft among them, just.as in some 
parts. of the South it is sfill possibie 
to find negroes who believe others * put 
spells’ upon them. 

“Johannesburg, you might think, was 
something like a hustling mining town 
out West, but it isn’t.. It is a hustling 
Place, all right, but the town is thor- 
oughly cosmopolitan. They don’t put 
up temporary makeshifts of improve- 
ments when they are doing anything in 
that line. The town has a Carlton hotel, 
which is run like the Carlton in Lon- 
don, and can assure you that the 
Place does not lag behind in the fash- 
ions and social-customs. The tea dance 
and the tango and the one-step are 
danced there just as well as here or in 
London or Paris. 

‘““Comparatively few people of Boer 
extraction live in Johannesburg in pro- 
portion to the population. These mostly 
cling to the’ rural districts. Living in 
Johannesburg is very expensive, though 


Still, When the main supply of s and 
butter have to be brought all the way 
frpm Europe, that makes against cheap- 
ness. . The cost~of — has been re- 
duced somewhat by the fact that cattle 
raising has been gone into»extensively, 
and the meat supply of. the Union is 
now raised within its borders; whereas 
formerly much of the meat had to be 
imported. ‘ 

“There are good clubs and golf and 
the usual sports, and there is a great 
deal of entertaining. English theatrical 
companies come down there at intervals. 
Of course, it is a long way off from 
here. Most of the freight to South Af- 
rica goes direct from here, but, as there 
is not enough -to fill steamers coming 
back, much of what does come has to 
go to Europe and be reshipped. 

“T haven't seen any late predictions 
as to when the Cape-to-Cairo Railway 
would be completed. The southern sec- 
tion has got beyond the Belgian Congo, 
but there is still an interval of consid- 
erable length between its terminus and 
that of the northern section.” 

Miss Eleanor Gunsaulus, who has been 
attending school in Toronto for a year 
and a half, is going back to Johannes- 
burg with her father. She says she ts 
“crazy” to get back, because she has 
spent four years there, and she would 
cather: live there than most anywhere 
else. 


MAYOR IN ATLANTIC CITY. 


Will Name McKay’s Successor on 


His Return, It Is Said. 


Mayor Mitchel went to Atlantic City 
yesterday afternoon to stay until next 
Monday. He took no action regarding 
the appointment of a successor to Police 
Commissioner McKay, but it was said 
that he intended to settlegthe matter 
soon after he returned. 

Arthur Woods, the Mavor’s Secretary, 
is still considered to.be in the lead for 
the place. Some persons thought that 
the Mayor intended to appoint City 
Chamberlain Henry Bruere to the job, 
but friends of Mr. Bruere denied that 
he was being considered. The Chamber- 
lain is content to stay in his present 
place, and it is said that he has con- 
vinced the Mayor that he will be of 
more value to the administration if he 
watches all the departments than if he 
is confined to one. 

It was said also that the Mayor in- 
tended to appoint Clement J. Driscoll 
a Deputy Police Commissioner. Driscoll 
was a Deputy Commissioner under Com- 
missioner Cropsey for a slfort time after 
he had won Mayor Gaynor’s commenda- 
tion as Commissioner of Weights and 
Measures. He has recently been doing 
work for the Bureau of Municipal Re- 
search, and Chamberlain Bruere, it is 
understood. would like to see him back 
in the Police Department. 

If Arthur Woods is selected as Police 
Commissioner the chances are that 
Theodore Rousseau, Executive Secre- 
tary to the Mayor, will be the Mayor’s 
private seeretary, although Robert S. 
Binkerd, secretary of the City Club, is 
a candidate for the place. 


SCHULZ MUM, GLYNN WAITS. 


Meantime McCooey Is -Reported to 
Have Man for Public Service Job. 


ALBANY, April 3.—Gov. Glynn said 
to-day that he had received no word to 
the effect that Surrogate George M. S. 
Schulz of Bronx County would not qual- 
ify as a member of the Public Service 
Commission, to which he was appointed 
a week ago. He said he talked with 
the Surrogate over the telephone before 
sending in his name. Mr. Schulz said 
at the time that he did not want to take 
the office, but the Governor said _ he 
would be obliged to send his name to 
the Senate.

ANOTHER SKIRMISH 





Court Dismisses Appeal of 
Teacher Who Is Fighting for 
Half of Ziegler Estate. 


SURROGATE FOWLERUPHELD 


Supreme Court Equity Suit Insti- 
tuted to Attack Abrogation 
of Her Adoption. 


Davenport, Ia., 
who is waging a legal contest to get 
half of the $16,000,000 estate of William 
Ziegler, the baking powder king, which 
went to her brother, William Ziegler, 
Jr., lest one of her skirmishes yesterday 
when the Appellate Division dismissed 
her appeal from a decision of Surrogate 
Fowler. , The Surrogate had thrown. out 
of court her petition to have him rein- 
state her as an adopted daughter of Mr. 
Ziegler. She removed herself in 1902 by 
-electing to return to her father; George 
W. Brandt. At the time, Surrogate 
Thomas, now dead, abrogated her adop- 
tion. 

In an opinion of remarkable brevity, 
written by Justice Scott, the Appellate 
Division unanimously adopted as its own 
the decision of Surrogate Fowler, in 
which he_ severely criticised Miss 
Brandt's present legal campaign, and de- 
nied Miss Brandt's main contention, 
namely, that her mother, whom her 
father divorced, was necessary party to 
the abrogation of her adoption. 

One part of the decision indicated. an- 
other avenue of attack open to Miss 
Brandt. This is a Supreme Court action 
in equity, which she has already insti- 
tuted.

“THE WAIVER OF IMMUNITY. 
State Engineer’Benstt is a sworn 
official of this.

Evyi- 
dence has been adduced to show that 
contractors have been blackmailed for 
political purposes and great funds have 
been misused that: should have been 
devoted to the economical building of 
the State’s highways and canals, Mr. 
BENsEL has had official relations to 
these funds and public works. He re- 
fuses to sign the waiver; he falls back 
on his legal right to be protected if 
his testimony should show that he has 
committed a criminal act. 

For this Mr. BENSEL gives two rea- 
sons—the request to sign a waiver is 
an “ingylt," and Attorney General 
CanMody, who ia his associate on the 
Canal Board, advises him to refuse to 
sign it. Presumably if Mr. Carmopy 
is called to testify he, too, will insist 
on his privilege of immunity. 

If these officials have done nothing 
contrary to their: oaths of office, “it 
cannot hurt them to sign a waiver of 
immunity. Experience has shown, 
notably in the Beef Trust prosecu- 
tions, that guilty men, have been eager 
to testify in legal proceedings in. the 
hope of getting an “immunity bath.” 
It is natural that District Attorneys 
and investigating counsel should wish 
to avoid giving immunity baths to 
men -in any way concerned with irreg- 
ularities into which they are inquiring. 
By signing waivers of immunity. offi- 
cial witnesses do a public service. 
Many perfectly upright men have 
signed them without. incurring the 
slightest disgrace—quite the. contrary 
—and they have been ‘applauded for 
their decision. We think Mr. BENsEL

THE “INFLUENCE” OF THE PRES- 
IDENT. 

The other day at the Republican 
Club luncheon, same of the members 
of Congress present intimated that 
the independence of that body was in 
these days unduly hampered by the 
influence of the Executive. President 
MCANENY, Whose main object was to 
discuss the: relations of the Hxecutive 
and Legislature in our own State, and 
especially in our own city, ventured to 
suggest that the situation, alleged to 





j exist in Washington was “ pathetic” 


and required explanation. He could 
think of but two ways in which the 
President could exert much influence 
on Congress. One was by the sound- 
ness of his recommendations, which 
nO one could eomplain of. The second 
was by the existence of “ understand- 
ings” relating—to put it plainly—to 
the distribution of patronage. As to 
that he remarked: 


They overleck the second fact that if 
the influence of that other, “ invisible," 
force is ta be put down oF curtailed, 
they have it within their power to cur- 
tail it. But I am afraid they don't 
want te very seriously, They rather 
like the chances .that.-remain that the 
** understandings ’’ will be cashed in, sp 
far as they can be cashed in. They 
might. begin, for instance, with the re- 
peal of the Tenure of Office acts, which, 
since 1820 at least, have burdened the 
Bxecutive’ with the duty of reviewing 
the bulk oF the Presidential appoint- 
ments every four years, ‘They have 
béen fréquently urged to do that, but 
they de not like te, for some reason or 
other. Although the Oonstitution of 
the United States gives the power of 
appointment to the Executive in a vast 
number of cases, it does not say that 
that power shall’ bé exercised once jn 
four yeats, nor ddes it fail te leave ope 
portunity to the Congress to ‘put safe- 
guards around the use of that pewer— 
even to limit*its use. _I.-merély throw 
that out as a suggestion. No one will 
say for a moment that it “is «either 
healthy ‘or right that the -dSe.‘of the 
patronage should be. so strong a--factor 
in the turning out of legislation in any 
capital eity. No ene will so maintain, 
I don’t myself s¢e'a great deat of differ- 
ence between WaLPote, peddling one-hun- 
dréd-pound. notes in the: House. of: Par- 
liament and an Assistant Secretary of 
State peddling the pronilse of Consul- 
ships in our House of Representatives.

The subordinate civil service has 
been brought pretty well within the 
operation of the merit system; ap- 
pointments for tested fitness are: the 
rule. Removals except for reasonable 
cause are relatively rare, since there 
is little temptation to create vacancies 
that can only be filled by competitive 
tests of fitness. If Congress should 
repeal the tenure of office acta it 
would leave to the President ample 
authority to make changes in the of- 
fices having to do with the policy he 
may pursue, but it would make re- 
movals in less important cases much 
less frequent. It would break up in 
great degree that prostitution of the 
appointing power to party purposes 
which is the bane of the American 
system of administration.

NOT IN THE PARKS. 

The plan ‘to establish in this city a 
chain of Museums of the Peaceful 
Arts, to celebrate the hundredth an- 
niversary of the signing of the Treaty 
of Ghent, is admirable. The directors 
of the association formed for this pur- 
pose are leading men in the commu- 
nity. Museums wherein the develop- 
ment of the arts and industries may 
be studied in the best models have 
been of the highest advantage to prog- 
ress in European capitals. Historic 
records are ill-conserved in this coun- 
try, and one of the twenty projected 
museums would realize the aim of the 
Modern Historic Records Association, 
while all of them would bring its ideals 
to full fruition. They would be of 
great cultural value, showing con- 
cretely the history of the conveniences 
ef civilization. 

But no sites for these museums may 
be found in the public parks. Central 
Park is immediately spoken of. Those 
of the organizers who know that this 
would arouse strong public opposition 
think, nevertheless, that Riverside 
Park might serve—by reclaiming some 
land from the river. But no park 
should be touched. : 

Twenty museums, a building for the 
Academy of Design, a municipal opera 
house, a municipal theatre, a stadium, 
public. swimming, pools, skating rinka 
—how many hurried -prejects wauld 
come tumbling over each other to fol- 
low a single precedent of encfoach- 
ment! There are men in this city rich 
enough to give sites as well as build- 
ings fer the Museums of the Peaceful 
Arts, 


FEDERALIZATION AND LEGISLA- 
TION. 

Sir Hpwarp GREyY’s views regarding 
the federalization of England acquire 
added interest when contrasted with 
Viscount MORLEyY’s. Both use the 
United States as an example, to be 
followed according to Grey, to be 
shunned according to\MOoRLEY. GREY 
argues that unless England is feder- 
alized the country “would go under 
“through the sheer inability of Par- 
“liament to transact its business." 
MORLEY’s view is that England should 
shudder at the horrible results of the 
facility of legislation exemplified by 
federalization in the United States. 
MorLBY regards this as an aboriginal 
and internal threat to our institu- 
tiens, and he would preserve England 
from such a plague-of legislation -as 
eurs, This is a consideration more 
enduring than the exigencies of the 
Irish situation, whose acuteness as- 
suredly needs some remedy. To adopt 
federalization te placate Ireland is 
futile, unless it. is to be carried 
through to the ultimate end. In that 
agpect federalization is of importance 
entitling ft to be considered on its 
merits in principle, rather than as a 
political expedient. Thus far the 
British dominions or ‘“ nations” have 
been kept in a state of inferiority, 
something like our counties, rather 
than sovéreignties, like our States, 
independent within constitutional lim- 
itations. Mor.LEy had been informed 
that within four years Congress had 
‘passed 10,000 acts, and he wonders 
how we endure the litigation: which 
results from ‘legislation by nearly 
fifty Legislatures. 7 

Viscount MorRLEy’s remarks are 
moderation ‘itself, considering the 
provocation. New York State inher- 
ited the common law of England, but 
‘has passed 56,973 more lawa. And 
New York is not the leader of legis- 
lation by-any means. The addition 
of the output of laws by forty-eight 
Legislatures to the grist of Cangress, 
which so surprised Viscount Mortny, 
does indeed make a formidable tetal. 
Even Americans have been. staggered | 
by it. But theré are tWo reasons why

Sentences imposed by one Judge

had not been sought. The convicted 
men were with some exceptions an 
ill-favored lot. The community will 
be safer for their being in jail. 

But this law should be administered 
in a way to make it easy for any per- 
son of good character to get a license 
to carry a pistol in self-defense, or 
for the protection of his family and 
goods. The authorities have been 
The law provides that such 
a person, if a citizen of the United 
States, may obtain a written license 
“issued to him by a Police Magis- 
“trate * * * or by a Justice of 
“the Peace * * * orinsuch manner 
“as may be prescribed by ordinance.” 

A few licenses were issued by the 
Magistrates of this city, and then, 
since there was no provision whereby 
they might charge fees for the service, 
they referred all applicants to Police 
Headquerters; there, after inconveni- 
ence and expense, their prayers may 
be granted, In proportion to the 
trouble. that this process ‘causes, a@ 
certain disrespect for.the law has 
beén manifest.

That courage—that 
readiness to risk life 
Death Has in the performance of 
duty and the service 

No Terrors. ef the public—which 
with the rarest of exceptions has always 
characterized the whole New York police 
force and dene sq much to outweigh its 
faults, was never better illustrated than 
in the episode which included the death 
of Detective Guasnipri. He had but _re- 
cently, and not wholly, recovered from 
terrible wounds received in making the 
arrest of a desperate criminal, yet he 
and his companion, Lieut. Harriz, did 
not hesitate to follow into the Fitzgerald 
flat the man Horgan, who had just com- 
mitted one murderous assault and was 
known by them to be armed and much 
more than likely te resist capture with 
all the stupid ferocity of his class. 

It waa no fair and open battle in which 
these policemen engaged. They had to 
advance upon the abject of their search 
as he crouched in darkness with leveled 
pistol, and to let him fire the first shot 
—a shot almost sure to find its mark, 
The mark it found was Guarnieri, wha 
fell martally. wounded, and it was only 
then that HMamgeta could use his own re- 
volver to avenge his companion, defend 
himgelf, and vindicate the law. He did 
it, promptly, skillfully, and effectively. 

It isgsome satisfaction that the com- 
munity is freed from the burden and 
peril of the murderer's existence, but the 
price paid for the relief is.a heavy one, 
and so many of Hog@an’s stripe are left 
that the pelice are hardly safer than be- 
fore. Woefully little is accomplished 
by the occasional ‘' removal ’’ of such a 
fully matured product of our social in- 
eptitude as this man Horcaw was. 

It i a curious and confusing fact that 
even Horean came to his death under the 
impulse of an emotion in- itself com- 
mendahble—the impulge of paternal af- 
fection.

The New York State Legislature just’ 

adjourned leaves no more distinguishing 
mark of-its asininity than the stamp of 
approval on the ; Mental Healing “and 
Osteopathic bills, whose disposition now 
rests with the Gévernar. The passage 
of the Anti-Tipping bill, for example, was 
but a morsel of ludicrous legislation, a 
burlesque on the law-giving power. But 
to amend the public health laws in favor 
of. Christian Scientists and osteopaths 
is a genuine menace. . 
No one has ‘the right to deny any 
person the privilege of singularity.. If 
a believer in the/warped philosophy ‘of 
Christian Science chooses to abrogate 
the *chances offered to him by scien- 
tific medicine in favor of the absurdities 
of Eddyism, the community has no 
power to interfere unless the individual 
be strickén with, an iliness of such a 
nature as to jeopard the interests of 
others.. In this regard the bill just 
passed at Albany is exceedingly dan- 
gerous. It permits persons of no scien- 
tific: qualifications whatever to treat the 
sick by spiritual or mental means—a 
practice which must inevitably résult, 
among other things, fn increased dis- 
semination of smalpox, typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, and kindred ‘infections: The 
State, having erected an elaborate sys- 
tem of defense against just such emer- 
gencies’ in the form of sanitary éfficers 
and boards of health, now purposes to 
opposé its own ends and to lower the 
barrier to plague and pestilence. 

The Osteopathic bill is scarcely less 
threatening. Without providing for’ pre- 
liminary educational qualifications of 
any sort, it confers on the osteopath, 
after two years of study, the same 
rights aba privileges as the holder of a 
license to practice. medicine, with the 
exception that surgical instrumentation 
and thé administration of drugs are de- 
nied, Nevertheless, the bill in question 
entitles the osteopath to certify to the 
cause of death, and confronts him with 
vast and intricate problems of diagnosis, 
with few of which is he more capable of 
dealing than a hospital orderly.

June, will bring many back from 
Europe, and society, as last year, will 
be centralized around New York. 

‘ When the advance agent of the Queen 
arrives here next week on the Impera- 
tor he will be met with many invita- 
tions from prominent society people of 
New York, who are anxious to extend 
the hospitality of their houses to the 
distingu:shed visitor. There are many 
houses of Fifth Avenue much larger 
and more pretentious than the royal 
palace at Sofia, and they would easily 


. accommodate the royal suite of fifteen 


persons. 

The Queen’s personal representative 
has already stated that the Queen hopes 
to be treated_here in the same way as 
any private visitor. The big hotels are 
all keenly alive to the importance of 
housing such an important guest. The 
addresses that she plans to give are all 
to be delivered before specially invited 
audiences, and will be in the nature of 
semi-public receptions. She will prob- 
ably speak in Carnegie Hall befere an 
invited audience. 

It was said yesterday by a prominent

- men who will give entertainments for 
the Queen while she is in this city will 
be those who are allied with the great 
charitable and philanthropic enterprises 
at home and in the Orient.

MYSTERY QF THE VISIT. 


State Department Not Yet Notified 
' of Royal Plans. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 3. — Although 
announcement has been made in Sofia 
that Queen Eleanora of Bulgaria will 


start for America in May and her forth- 
coming visit is a matter of common 
knowledge in European courts, this Gov- 
ernment has had no notification on the 
subject from the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment and has taken no steps to arrango 
for her Majesty’s reception and enter- 
‘ tainmient. 

Beyond a brief dispatch from Charles 
J. Vopicka, the American Minister to the 
Balkan States, saying that the United 
States Consul General at Sofia had been 
informed that the Queen was contem- 

lating a tour of this country, the State 

e ment knows nothing officially as 
to Manson Eleanora's intentions. 

The situation is peculiar and may be- 
come ‘embarrassing if Queen Eleanora 
should arrive in the United States with- 
out formal notification of this Govern- 
ment. It is customary, in fact required 
by the rules of etiquette among nations, 
that no reigning sovereign or Chief of 
State should visit the territory of an- 
other State without prior notification to 
the Government of the State to be vis- 
ited. The traditional supposition is that 
this: course is necessary to ascertain 
whether the sovereign proposing to make 
a visit to a foreign land would be wel- 
come. 

Government officials hazarded the pre- 
diction to-day that within a short time 

. Minister Vopicka would receive formal 
notification of the Queen’s purpose to 
come to this country. When this is re- 
ceived the State Department will notify 
Co ess of the fact, and in due time 
provision will be made by a suitable ap- 

ropriation for the expenses of the

me will be made out at thé State

Helen of Troy, and Delilah, 
Shearing Samson, Followed, 
Declares Mrs. Burton. 


SEES DANGER IN EVOLUTION 


“ Domestic Woman. Wants to Level 
Things Up, and Feminist to 
Level Them Down.” 


Mrs. Henry M. Burton, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Rochester Anti-Suffrage As- 
sociation, discussed Feminism, which 
she called “that strange movement 
stretching from pole to pole and sea to 
sea,” before a large audience of women 
at the York Club, 52 East Fifty-fourth 
Street, yesterday afternoon. As a def- 
inition of Feminism Mrs. Burton liked 
best “it is everything that isn’t fem- 
inine.’”’ 

‘* Have an open mind,’’ she said, ‘* but 
have it open at both ends, with little 
harbors on the sides for harboring ben- 
eficent ideas. Lake Ontario, on which 
I live, seems to me to be like that, and 
the opposite is the Dead Sea, into which 
rivers yun but there is no outlet, and 
nothing can live in it. That seems to 
me to represent the average feminist 
of the present day.” 

She told of the Wellesley College girls 
who, when they first saw the reflection 
of the fire at their college in the sky, 
thought it was the dawn. 

‘““Many new ideas seem to us like the 
dawn, but they are some. of them dev- 
astating fires,”’ she added. 

““Eve represented the first woman’s 
movement, Pandora lettting troubles out 
of the box the second. There was also 
Helen of Troy, who caused the Trojan 
war. And Delilah, cutting off the hair 
of Samson, seems to me most like the 
feminist movement of to-day. Women 
think men are happiér than they, or why 
should they wish to be like them? I 
think if we should chalk up the trou- 
bles of men and women we would find 
that men, with their worries and trou- 
bles, did not have the monopoly of pleas- 
ure.’’ 

Mrs. Burton did not believe that wo- 
man’s place was the home and she 


| did not think men belonged there either. 


**Men are domesticated animals,’”’ she 
said. ‘Their piaces are not really in 
the home. I think of men’s clubs as 
jungles that they like to get back to 
from the sacredness of home. 

“ You have all heard it said that ‘ wo- 
man’s place is the home.’ The suffra- 
gists say it with a sneer and the antis 
With something like sentiment. I ate 
believe woman’s place is the home. . 
don’t want any one to define my place 
for.me. I can find it for myself. 

“The feminist claim to political Hfe 
is a menace. Not content with alter- 
ing laws, the women now wish to smash 
conventions. There seems to be some- 
thing the matter with marriage these 
days, and people seem to think there is 
too much faithfulness in it. They think 
things need equalizing, leveling. The 
domestic, home-loving woman wants to 
level things up and the feminist wants 
to level them down. 

“These days pleasure is put before 
duty and there is worship of the god of 
joy. 

“There was a movement a number of 
years ago to open the trades to women. 
The women who are now in industry 
are there because the women who are 
in suffrage t0-day opened the way. if 
these women in business are suffering, 
I don’t wonder:the suffragists feel con- 
science stricken, for they put them 
there.”’ 

The speaker referred to a danger of 
the present evolution of women: becom- 
ing a revolution, but she was not dis- 
couraged by it, and ended her remarks 
with: ‘‘ We fearlessly greet the unseen 
with a cheer.”

Henrik Ibsen’s Widow Dead. 
CHRISTIANA, Norway, April 3.— 
Susanna Ibsen, widow of Henrik, Nor- 
wegian dramatic poet, died here to-day. 


Mrs. Ibsen was the daughter of the 
Rev. Hans Conrad Thoresen, rector of 
Holy Cross Church in Bergen, Norway, 
the city in which Ibsen made a dis- 
astrous attempt at managing a theatre. 
Her stepmother was Anna Maria Thore- 
sen, better known as Anna Maria Kragh 
and for a number of years was one of 
the most active women of letters in 
Norway. Ibsen married Miss Thoresen 
on June 26, 1856, one year before he 
ieft Bergen crippled with debts. During 
his stay in the city he had written her a 
charming though fragmentary set of 
verses in which he refered to her as 
‘the young dreaming enigma.’’ She was 
20 at the time. In another verse he 
referred to Miss Thoresen’s “ blossom- 
ing child-soul’’ as the bourne of his 
ambitions, and it was while he was 
courting her that he wrote “ The Vik- 
ings at Helgeland.”’ 


Gustavus Robitzek. 

Gustavus Robitzek, 62 years old, died 
Thursday at his home, 1,331 Franklin 
Avenue, the Bronx. Mr. Robitzek was 
born in Austria and came to«his coun- 
try at the age of 3. His parents became 
residents of the Bronx, and he had lived 
there for more than fifty years, and was 
prominently identified with all’ move- 
ments in the borough. He built many 
apartment houses, owning at times as 
many twenty-five. Mr. Robitzek was’ 
at one*time President of the Hast Mor- 
risania China Works, and at the time 
of his death was senior partner in G 
Robitzek & Brothers, coal merchants.

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STOWE MEMORIAL PLANNED. 


In Florida Hamlet Where the Au- 
thor of “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” Lived. 


MANDARIN, Fia., April 3.—This little 
hamlet, for many years the Winter | 
home of Harriet Beecher Stowe, is plan- 
ning to honor the most famous of its 
residents by installing a memorial. win- 
dow in the: Church. of Our Saviour, 
founded largely through the efforts of 
the novelist, All the other windows of 
the little edifice have been preempted as 


memorials for former parishioners or 
their relatives, but the one which Mrs. 
Stowe asked to have reserved for her- 
self has remained of plain glass for 
thirty years. Stowe memorial win- 
dow fund has been started, to which not 
only the Northern. residents, but even 
the negro school children have con- 
tributed. It is hoped to raise $500. 

Mrs. Susan H. Hooker, as trustee of 
the fund, is now seeking. to interest in 
this memorial not only those who act- 
ually knew and loved Mrs. Stowe, as did 
the people here, among whom she lived 
and worked’ for twenty Winters, but 
some of the many thousands who knew 
her only through her writings. Checks 
may, be made payable to her, until May 
1, at‘'Mandarin, and after that date a 
15 Carthage Road, Rochester, N. Y. > 

Other memorials of Mrs, Stowe sur- 
vive in the century plant and the big 
fig tree which she planted; but the 
rambling house which she and Prof, 
Stowe built—popularly known locally as 
“the house of seven gables ’’—has. been 
torn down, and the ground on which it 
st6od no longer belongs to the Stowe 
family. Most of the timber, when the 
house was demolished, was carried over 
to the negro settlement back in “the 
pines, where-some of its ornate carvings 
may still be seen decorating half a 
dozen porches. 

Tourists, however, usually expect to 
see the house in which ‘“* Palmetto 
Leaves’? and many others of Mrs. 
Stowe’s later works were written, and 
keep the natives busy explaining its dis- 
appearance. <A recent visitor, a young 
Southerner, hearing the inquiries o 
his Northern fellow-excursionists from 
Jacksonville, asked curiously: . ‘ oO 
was Mrs. Stowe, anyway?’ ‘' Why, 
she wrote ‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ ”’ 
the surprised answer. ‘‘ Never heard 
of her,’’ said the young man cheerfully. 

The church is Episcopalian, and is at- 
tended by practically all the white Prot- 
estant population of Mandarin. 


IN PAPER FLOWER BOWER. 


Twenty Women Working on Acces- 
sories to Spring Festival. 


Three young women working in a bow- 
er of paper flowers in the front window 
of the second floor of 129 West Forty- 
second Street are the only visible evi- 
dence of a new scheme of ‘The League 
for Political Education to assist. unem- 
ployed women and incidentally to obtain 
a sufficient quantity of paper flowers 
to be used as decorations at their com- 
ing Spring festival and ball. When it 
was decided to give a Spring festival in 
the Seventy-first Regiment Armory, 
from ‘April 22 to 24, the question of 
where to obtain the dogwood, wisteria, 
cherry blossoms, and other flowers nec- 
essary for a Spring setting, was raised. 
The committee decided to have paper 
flowers made. : 
- The vacant floor was obtained, and 
yesterday afternoon some twenty wo- 
men began making the flowers. They 
are. working under the supervision of 
two forewomen of a paper concern, 
and those‘ in charge hope that by the 
time of the festival the workers will 
be expert enough to obtain permanent 
positions as paper flower makers. The 
money received from the festival will 
go into the fund for the erection of ‘‘ The 
Societies ’’ Building, which is to be built 
in West Forty-ninth Street, near Sixth 
Avenue, and which will house many 
civic societies.

Reaction in. Stocks—Factors 


Contributing to Increasing 
Money Ease. 


Both the diminished volume of trad-} 

ing and the decline in prices which oc- 
curred yesterday reflected the exhaus- 
tion for the time being of the optimistic 
impulses which for four successive days 
had carried the general level of prices 
upward, The average net gain in quota- 
tions during that time’ amounted ‘to 
‘abcut seven-eighths of a pdint Yes- 
terday’s reaction averaged about three- 
eighths of a point, but in some leading 
issues the net decline approximated a 
full point. Missouri Pacific, whose rise 
on reports of an impending change in 
control had contributed something to 
speculative enthusiasm: earlier in the 
week, lost ground yesterday because of 
the abandonment of indefinite postpone- 
ment of the proposed deal. Moreover, 
the hope of an early rate decision, which 
had also buoyed up the market, had 
not been reduced to sufficiently specific 
terms yesterday longer to serve the pur- 
pose of a market stimulant. 
In addition to the passing of these in- 
fluences, the announcement of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Organization Committee’s 
decision regarding the redistricting of 
the country for the purposes of the Fed- 
eral reserve bank system served to re- 
vive discussion of the bearing of Gov- 
ernmental and more narrowly of politi- 
cal activities upon business questions. 
While it is recognized that it would be 
more or less impossible to satisfy entire- 
ly all sections of the country in such a 
division as the committee was called 
upon to make, it wag felt that the limits 
imposed upon the New York district 
gave practical expression to the desire 
which was all along believed to exisit 
at Washington to limit the power of the 
New York bank as much as possible. 
The exclusion from this district of ad- 
joining territory which through long 
business practice is tributary to New 
York City was-cited in support of this 
view. It was argued, however, that 
trade and the banking operations con- 
nected with it would take their normal 
course, despite any effort arbitrarily to 
divert them to other channels, and this 
despite the... inconvenience to which 
trade might be put because of an effort 
to change the established flow of bank- 
ing transactions. 

The naming of the Federal reserve 
districts served to arouse afresh discus- 
sion of the possibility of expansion un- 
der the new system and of the need of 
wise guidance by the Federal Reserve 
Board against the opportunity which 
may exist for inflationary extension of 
credit. It is hardly to be doubted that 
the impending establishment of this new 
system is contributing to the present 
great ease in money, and there are other 
similar factors which are conducive to 
the same end. Prominent among these 
is the reduction in reserve requirements 
allowed under the new banking law in 
this State, which is now before the 
Governor. In a situation of this kind. it 
is particularly desirable, especially dur- 
ing the period of transition from higher 
to lower reserve requirements, to avoid 
abnormal stimulation of: credit. This 
service may well be performed by the 
spirit of caution which now prevails. 
The present tendency in money rates 
may well be regarded as in part the ef- 
fect of these banking changes, but it is 
also of course closely .related :to the’ 
condition’ -of ‘trade.- “Twelve months’ 
money: in considerable amount has been 
loamed at 4: per cent., and the pressure 
of funds upon the market is also seen in 
the ‘low rates quoted for commercial 
paper. These are conditions which are 
favoring to increasing extent the chances 
of the forthcomng city bond sale. The

Missouri Pacific Drehm Ended. 


The dream of a Missouri Pacific 
backed by untold Standard ‘Oil millions 
was dispelled by denials issued yester- 
day by those on both sides of the re- 
ported negotiations. Those who had 
talked the loudest on the advance were 
the first to sell for a decline. Now that 
it has been said that efforts were made 
to. effect a sale of the Gould family’s 
holdings, either without the owners’ au- 
thority or on terms not acceptable to 
the proposed, buyers, persons who 
bought stock on/the advance are won- 
dering if the Market was not manipu- 
lated by the same persons who opened 
the negotiations, which, if sucessful, 
would have meant a. great deal to the 
Missouri Pacific. John D. Rockefeller 
has not been conspicuously. successful 
with the Western Maryland, whieh he 
took over from the Goulds, but whether 
this was because of the change in man- 
agement or because of greatly altered 
conditions which affected the road’s 
earning power temporarily cannot be 
determined until the new President has 
had a year in which to fit the Western 
Maryland’s operations; to its new con- 
nection. An alliance of Rockefeller 
money with the Missouri Pacific sys- 
tem would remove any uncertainty as 
to the disposition of the $25,000,000 notes 
maturing in June, and to that extent at 
least would be a bull argument on the 
shares.

St. Paul Made Retrenchments Early 


A. J. Earling of the St. Paul system, 
who returned to Chicago yesterday, said 
that his company did its retrenching 
early.

Cent. Increase to Begin 
April 27. 


“CRISIS” TALK QUESTIONED 


Interstate Commissioners Inclined to 
Doubt That Railroads Are 
“‘ Going to the Devil.’ 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—The rail- 
roads to-day completed the presentation 
of evidence in the 5 per cent. advance 
rate case. Chairman Harlan announced 


that argument on the applications for 
the increase would be begun April 27, 
and that briefs must be submitted by 
April 20. 

t was announced also that all ques- 
tions relating to free services by rail- 
roads and other side issues recently 
raised would not be considered until the 
commission had determined the main 
question to be treated in the briefs and 
arguments, namely: 

o the present rates of transporta- 
tion yield adequate revenues to a 
carriers by railroads peererne 8 offi- 
cial classification territor 

This. announcement in ieiehiedl a for- 
ward step in the efforts of the rail- 
roads to have the decision expedited 
Chairman Harlan said that if the ne- 
cessity for obtaining additional reve- 
nues should be shown by the railroads 
the commission.~would immediately pro- 
ceed to determine how these additional 
revenues should be obtaine@ A nega- 
tive answer to the question would end 
the case. 

Following an affirmative answer the 
commission, before proceeding to render 
its decision, will hear argument as to 
what general course the carriers should 
pursue to meet the situation. 

While there seems to be a very gen- 
eral opinion that the commission wiil 
grant the application of the Eastern 
carriers. for an increase, certain hap- 
peninge Since the present hearing has 

een in prosress nore indicated to ob- 
Servers that some of the Commissioners 
are inclined to question that the rail- 
roads need the advance as urgently as 
ey, have represented. 

A few days ago President Smith of the 
New York Central was rather sharply 
questioned by three of the Commission- 
ers as to justification for his declara- 
tion on the witness. stand that the rail- 
reads “are going to the devil as fast 
as they can.’ 

Chairman Harlan of the commission 
countered on President Smith with the 
statement that Mr. Smith's own figures 
showed that the percentages of the New 
York Central were better. than ever be- 
fore, while Commissioner McChord, in 
remarks addressed to Mr. Smith, indi- 
eated an opinion that the reported crisis 
in the railroad business might be due to 
the “ proclamation from the housetops 
that things have gone to the devil and 
the bottom has dropped out. 

Commissioner Clements added to this 
that the figures submitted by Mr. Smith 
seemed to show that the New York Cen- 
tral was a little further from the devil 
than it was ten years ago.

Hudson County Board Had Crit- 
icised Amann’s Val- 
uations. 


WORRIED OVER: LOANS, TOO 


Had Borrowed Money in Arlington, 
N. J.—Chose Kearny. Mead- 
ows as Place to Die. 


Adolph Amann, President ‘of the Ar- 
lington (N. J.) Board of Trade and a 
member of the Kearny Board of  As- 
sessors, committed suicide early yes- 
terday morning by shooting himself in 
the right temple on the lonely stretches 
of the Belleville Turnpike where it 
crosses the Kearny Meadows. The pla 
is almost three miles away from. his 
home, at 128 Stuyvesant Avenue, Ar- 
lington, and his triendas and-the police 
are epocnieees on his reasons for going 
to this lonely spot to end: his life. By 
his side was found a new revolver. 

The body was discovered by Abraham 
D. Marx, a real estate agent of 238 
Washington Street, Newark, who ‘was 
on his way home in his. auto with a 
party of friends. Marx notified the 
police. Deputy County Physician Henry 
Allers, after an examination, décided 
than Amann had committed suicide. It 
was learned later that Amann before 
ending his life had penned a note to his 
wife. Mrs. Amann last night refused 
to make public its contents. She would 
only say it was a communication be- 
tween husband and wife. Both the po- 
lice and the Deputy County Physician 
said they had not heard of any note 

Amann’s friends attributed his suicide 
chiefly to financia: troubles. I 
sald that he had borrowed money from 
his friends in large and small sums and 
that he had been greatly worried be- 
cause he was not able to-may back these 
loans. Frank Koch of Arlington, his 
lawyer, -said yesterday that, Amann 
when he was able never failed to make 
loans to embarrassed friends, and that 
after he had borrowed from them in 
turn it had worried him greatly because 
he was unable to pay them.
